- The Calvinists Protestants ef Francs. Tha Presbyterian Church was founded 

' 4n France at synod -of 1559 and gained many followars anong all classes. After 
the Wars of Relision (1562.1598) Homey IV premulzated the Ddict of Mantos, which 
gave the Huguenots completa toleration amd established Fretestantism in two 
hundred towns. Cardinal Richelieu used en uprising (1621-22) acaingst the 
intorduction of Catholicien into bearn as a pretext for depriving the Enevenots 
of 211] theix strongholds save la Rochelle and Montauban. Another uprising 
(1625) led to the capture of Le Rochelle by Richelieu (1628), and to the peace 
of Al#is (1629), which etripped the Huguenots ef ell politicsl power. 


Mounting persecution of Protestents under Louis XIV culszimated in 1685 with 
the reveeantion of the Kilct of Hantes. Countless Huguenota isd to mgland, 
Holiend, Germany, Switserland, end Anerice, where they contributed substantially 
to civic and industrail life. In tho Cevermes, the Protestant Cewisards long 
fought Lowis XIV's trocps( 1702-1710).
